UNITED KLANS OP AMERICA, INC. 

KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
show that this klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 2l7 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute, and the United Klans has 
the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These are 
the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and segregation 
of the races. 

The first source and second source advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The merged organization established headquarters 
in. Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The 
organization is directed by ROBERT SKELTON, Imperial Wizard, 
and is the dominant Klan group in the South with units in 
several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961 , the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future 
as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The second source said the name was changed by a resolution 
adopted at the National Klonvocation held July 8 , 1961, at 
Indian Springs, Georgia. 

The second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961 , a majority of the 
klavems of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan.

On August 17, 1964, a source advised that the North 
Carolina organization of United Klans of America, Inc., Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, became affiliated with the national 
organization of the same group in the spring of 1961 The 
State Headquarters was at the residence of North Carolina Grand 
Dragon JAMES ROBERTSON JONES, Granite Juarry, North Carolina, 
who is subordinate to the national organization with headquarters 
in Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 

The organization in North Carolina has the same aims 
and objectives as the parent group; that is, advocacy of 
segregation of the races and white supremacy. 

On August 17, 1966, the same source advised that the 
status, leadership, and affiliation of the North Carolina organi¬ 
zation have not changed. The State Headquarters is still located 
at Granite Starry, North Carolina, but is no longer maintained 
at the residence of Grand Dragon JAMES ROBERTSON JONES.

Police Force Bug y

Martin Luther King got into 
town and out agak., and that 
was all the police cared about. 

The famous need protection 
in public, but King needs it 
more than many VIPs. Char¬ 
lotte police started preparing 
for King's visit two weeks ago, 
conferring with Johnson C. 
Smith officials, Queen Charlotte 
hotel officials, airport officials, 
and among themselves, making 
plans and alternate plans. 

Until 1 p.m. Wednesday, the

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police did not know when King 
would arrive. Even then, Major 
* , am , Harkey, commanding 
King’s police shepherds, knew 
only that King would fly into 
Charlotte at about 6 p.m. This 
information was carefully 
guarded. 

At 3 p.m. three men were 
stationed at the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Hotel, where King was 
expected to hold a press con¬ 
ference at 7. 

Shortly before 6, nine uni¬ 
formed policemen, two of them 
1 0n motorcycles, a patrol car 
and six plainclothesmen in 
three unmarked cars gathered 
at the east concourse of the 
airport. 

They waited for an hour 
and a half, because King's 
chartered plane was delayed 
by mechanical troubles on 
the ground in Atlanta. 

But nobody knew that at the 
time. In fact, nobody even 
knew what kind of plane King’s 
party was flying in, its num¬ 
ber, or what time he was 
expected to leave Atlanta. 
Some of the guard detail 
weren’t even sA where he 
was corning from. 

At 6:45 about 35 policemen, 
some in plainclothes, started to 
take stations in and around the 
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gymnasium at Johnson C. 

Smith. 

While tha police escort trait 
ed at the airport, two young 
men walked up to the east 
concourse, one of them carry¬ 
ing a small suitcase, announced 
themselves as Davidson College 
students, and asked if they 
could take pictures of King 
when he landed. They were 
sent away. 

Later another young man 
arrived with colored portrait 
photographs of King, which he 
wanted autographed. He too 
was sent away. 

Shortly after 7. the airport 
control tower contacted all 
incoming planes, but could not 
find King’s plane. This indicat¬ 
ed that King was still at least 
50 miles from Charlotte, be¬ 
yond radio range. But a blue 
and white twin-engine Cessna 
arrived unexpectedly only a 
few minutes later, and King 
was whisked away in a Cadil¬ 
lac driven by an enormous 
policeman named Costner, es¬ 
corted by the motorcycles and 
the cars. 

West Boulevard ... Wilkin¬ 
son Boulevard ... Morehc^i 
Street ... Summit ... Trace 
... to the JCS campus, every 
gate of which was guarded, 
some by two or three police¬ 
men. Police reserves were 
used, and one rather tipsy man 
wandering down Beatties Ford 
Road remarked in awe that 
thish mush be the biggest 
crowd Eidaieviile bad ever 
sheen. 

About 60 regular police¬ 
men—plus reserve police¬ 
men—were assigned to var¬ 
ious phases of King’s visit 
Police Chief John Ingersoll 
was there, in plain clothes, and 
two assistant chiefs. A 60-man 
hot squad was ready to be 
assembled in less than 30 
minutes, if needed. 


I More Negro policemen were 
'assigned to help ^uard King 
than would otherwise have been 
‘ used—14 in ail, four of them 
irai.nod in riot control. 

During the introductions to 
Dr. King's speech, the police 
department received a crank 
telephone call threatening 
King’s assassination in the 
auditorium. A similar telephone 
threat had been received earl¬ 
ier in the day. Maj. Harkey 
reassigned a few men, 
strengthening the guard inside 
the auditorium. About ten 
policemen, not counting plain- 
clotbesmen, watching the aud¬ 
ience. 

After his speech, King im¬ 
mediately left JCS for the 
airport, walking out the back 
dcor between two lines of 
policemen holding hands. The 
two motorcycles, the patrol car 
and the three unmarked car* 
escorted the Cadillac fast and 
circuitously across town, wail¬ 
ing and blinking at every 
intersection, down Tucka see- 
gee, through Westerly Hills, 
along Old Steele Creek Road 
and out West Boulevard to the 
Airport 

The plane was not ready. 
King walked through the 
airport accompanied by five 
policemen and two plain- 
ciothesmen. and made a tele¬ 
phone call from a telephone 
booth. His suit was rumpled, 
and he seemed tired. 

The plane was ready. King 
and three companions climbed 
in and the engines revved. It 
taxied away, followed by the 
assistarH^irport manager in a 
radio car. The police stood 
waiting a few minutes until it 
took off. . 

The plane droned away into 
the night toward Atlanta, and

MUHAMMAD'S MOSQUE NUMBER 36 
CHARLOTTE. NORTH CAROLINA 


On May 8, 1962, a source advised that during the 
summer of 1960 a group of Muslims organized a Temple of 
Islam in Charlotte, North Carolina. 

On May 21, 1964, a second source advised that the 
Charlotte Temple of Islam was then referred to as Muhammad's 
Mosque Number 36. 

This second source stated on May 6, 1966, that all 
meetings and activities of this Mosque are directly related 
to and follow the teachings of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD of Chicago, 
Illinois, the world leader of the Nation of Islam. 
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NATION OF ISLAM 

In January, 1957, a source advised that Elijah Muhammad 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On April 29, 1966, a second source advised that Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); 

Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 

Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and 
in mid-1960 Muhammad and otr.er NOI officials, when referring to 
Muhammad's organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using 
either "Mosque" or 'Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad claims to have 
been selected by Allah, The Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 

Members following Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation 
of the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that 
the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to 
as "white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
Muhammad, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised that Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal state¬ 
ments and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles 
of his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States Government; however, he did not indicate any funda¬ 
mental changes in the teachings, of his organization. 

On May 2, 1966, a third source advised that Muhammad had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-eraphasize the religious aspects 
of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to 
be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. This policy change, 
according to Muhammad, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest in his programs.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County* Georgia, 
show that this Xian organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute, and the United Klans has 
the same aims and objectives as the parent group, These are 
the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation 
of the races. 

The first source and second source advised in July, 

1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 

Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa. Alabama, Tne organization is 
directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that the 
organization formerly Known as United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc,, would be Known in the future as United 
Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The second source 
said the name was changed by a resolution adopted at the National 
Klonvocation held July 8, 1961..at Indian Springs, Georgia. 

The second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the 
Klaverns of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. merged 
with the United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan.

Levison maintained that CORE (The Congress of Racial 
Equality) had formerly attracted many performers to benefits, 
but were now unable to attract them, and recommended that the 
SCLC move into this area to pick up the "sure-fire money" that 
is available. King said the SCLC should seek the services of 
one person to concentrate in the fund-raising area, outside of 
mailings, and give him the authority to coordinate benefits, 
freedom rallies as well as to find a way to get to the Negro 
community to raise money. King said he still "feels the money 
is there and it’s just that we have not mobilized to get it." 
Levison agreed and pointed out that he had been told by a 
fund-raiser for the Legal Defense Fund, which has a highly paid 
professional staff, that they have been able to build up over \ 
the years in Chicago, contributions from Negroes of ,70,000, r- 
including 17 pledges of <1,000 per year.

This article reflected that 
King revealed plans at the rally to make Chicago's Loop stores the 
target of future civil rights demonstrations in an effort to find 
more and better jobs for Negroes.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS* ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL P^RTY 

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified ni.nself as Commander,American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social¬ 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington Virginia. 

The April 4,1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day. again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL'S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwe11 Party. 

On August 14, 1964 ; a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26 v 1959 as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; tnat he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stcrmtrooner s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses": 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power tin 
the votes of the newly-wcr. aasses." 

On September 16, 1905, the source advised that GEORGL 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is rov into the fourth stage. to 
wit, the "attainment of power through t.v. yores of the newJy-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November,1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State oi Virginia.

A source advised on November 14, I960, that on that 
date a meeting vas held in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of organizing a Chicago unit of the American Nazi Party(ANP) 
which maintains headquarters in Arlington, Virginia. GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, National Commander, ANP, took charge of this 
meeting. 


On May 22, 1966, MATTHIAS KOEHL, self-identified as 
lieutenant, ANP, Chicago, advised that the ANP in Chicago is 
to a degree autonomous although it remains subject to the final 
authority of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL and ANP National 
Headquarters.

The Chicago Branch of the NSRP was officially opened 
on December 29, 1965, when Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS, National Director 
of the NSRP, spoke at a rally held at 2237 North Western Avenue, 
Chicago. 


RAYMOND LEO SCHULTZ, an organizer for the Chicago 
Branch of the NSRP, resides at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago. 

This source also' advised that the National Office of 
the NSRP is located at Augusta, Georgia, and the Chicago Branch 
of the NSRP subscribes to the policies of the National Office of 
the NSRP. The NSRP believes that there should not be race mixing 
between whites and Negroes and that Negroes in the United States 
by conducting demonstrations and causing riots are causing a break¬ 
down of law and order in the United States. The NSRP also believes 
that the Jewish people are financing many of the Negro demonstra¬ 
tions, and,therefore, the Jewish people are responsible for race 
mixlmg and the breakdown of law and order in the United States. 

The NSRP believes that the Jews and the Negroes should be exposed 
in their attempts to have integration between whites and Negroes.

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP ) 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
Ihite Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957, An article in the November 26, 
1957, Issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organi¬ 
zations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites. 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 

On August 4, 1965, a source advised that EDWARD R. 

FIELDS, the Information Direcftor of the NSRP and Editor of "The 
Thunderbolt," is the individual who actually controls the NSRP. 

Issue No. 72, dated November, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
reflects Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS to be National Director of the NSRP 
as well as Editor of "The Thunderbolt."

King answered affirmatively, commenting, however, that the press

Levison told about a recent conver9ctionClarence Jones 

had with Stokely Carmichael and as a result, Jones concluded 

that Carmichael was a very dangerous man. In fact, Jones, 

Levison added, described him as a black nationalist. King was 

of the opinion that Carmichael would serve a prison sentence 

as a consequence of the riot. He added that he did not agree 

with the charge of having incited a riot and in line with 

American jurisprudence he would say he is innocent until he 

Is proven guilty.

MUHaMMAD'S MOSQUE NUMBER 36 
CHARLOTTE, NORTH CAROLINA 


On May 8, 1962, a source advised that during the 
summer of 1960 a group of Muslims organized a Temple of 
Islam in Charlotte, North Carolina. 

On May 21, 1964, a second source advised that the 
Charlotte Temple of Islam was then referred to as Muhammad's 
Mosque Number 36. 

This second source stated on May 6, 1966, that all 
meetings and activities of this Mosque are directly related 
to and follow the teachings of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD of Chicago, 
Illinois, the world leader of the Nation of Islam. 
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NATION OF ISLAM 

In January, 1957, a source advised that Elijah Muhammad 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On April 29, 1966, a second source advised that Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and 
in aid-1960 Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring to 
Muhammad's organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using 
either "Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad claims to have 
been selected by Allah, The Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation 
of the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that 
the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to 
as "white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
Muhammad, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised that Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal state¬ 
ments and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles 
of his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States Government; however, he did not indicate any funda¬ 
mental changes in the teaching^, of his organization. 

On May 2, 1966, a third source advised that Muhammad had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects 
of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to 
be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. This policy change, 
according to Muhammad, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest in his programs.

Dombrowski, acting for the SCEF, has 
artempted to regain possession of his files 
and records in both Stite and Federal 
Courts.

The pickets, 24 of whom mere Negro, 
mere led by Reverend Vi11lam Biggs, white, carried homemade 
signs which rea^^^^lin Slum Landlord” and "Balls Von’t 
Negotiate." l^^said the pickets were Ignored by 

the residents of the area and they were orderly and left the 
area peacefully at about 4:00 PM. There were no arrests. 


The September 12, 1966, issue of the "Chicago Daily 
News" in an article captioned "Tenants Union Pickets Home Of 
Realty Man" reflects in part: 


"A tenants’ union organized by the Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King's Chicago Freedom Movement (CFM) picketed the 
suburban home of a Vest Slds real estate agent in an effort 
to gain bargaining rights.

"The East Garfield Park Union to End Slums sought 
to force Gilbert Balin, owner of a real estate firm at 21 
N. Pulaski Rd., to sign a contract giving the union the right 
to represent his tenants. 

"Twenty-five pickets, most of then Negroes, aarched 
for an hour in front of Balin's North Riverside home, but 
Balin was not there. Residents in the area ignored the denon- 
strators. 


"The pickets were led by the Rev. Willlan Biggs, 
pastor of the Tarren Av. Congregational Church, 3101 V. Warren, 
West Side headquarters for the Chicago Freedom Movement. 

"The Tenants union recently signed a contract with 
the Condor k Costalis real estate firm, 2959 W. Jackson Blvd. 

The pact provides a grievence procedure for tenants and requires 
the firm to maintain and repair its West Side buildings. 

"A similar contract with Bf.lin is sought. 

"Advocates of tenants unions contend that they provide 
renters in poor neighborhoods a means of forcing landlords 
to keep up buildings and prevent slums. 

"Opponents contend that pooh, unions interfere with 
the legal rights of property owners. CFM decided to press 
for such unions after calling off open heusirg marches in the 
waMe of an open occupancy agreement with civic leaders last 
month."

On 9-6-66 King held a conference in New. York City 
with his principal advisors, who have subversive backgrounds, 
where a letter was prepared over King’s signature; to Negro 
youths imploring Negroes to adhere to nonviolence. Partici¬ 
pants were unable to agree on a final draft of the letter 
which is to be reworked for King's approval and allegedly to 
be read over the National Broadcasting Company on 9-12-4*6. 

The Attorney General previously expressed an 
intere st in th is matter and pursuant to instructions from 
Internal Security Section, New York and 
Atlanta we re telephoni cally contacted 9-10-66 by Extra Duty 
Supervisor and advised of the Attorney General's 

interest in this matter. New York and Atlanta were also 
requested to furnish any pertinent information developed 
regarding this matter immediately by telephone to the Bureau. 

At 10 p.m. 9-11-66 Special Age 
the New York Office called Special Agent 
Extra Duty Supervisor, Domestic Intelligence m. vision, 
advise that New York sources at the National Broadcasting 
Company Radio and Television could furnish no information 
concerning above letter. If Information is later developed, 
it will be immediately furnished to the Bureau.

Martin Luther King, Jr., President, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, on September 6, 1966, 
conferred with several individuals including his principal 
advisors, Stanley Levison, Lawrence Reddick, Harry Wachtel*£ 
Bayard Rustln, and Clarence Jones. 


The purpose of the discussion was to consider an 
open letter Rustin had prepared over King's signature for 
distribution to Negro youth. The letter implored Negroes^ 
to adhere to nonviolent practices to gain equality. King^ 
commented the letter should be aimed at white people as ^ 
well, otherwise he would be called an 'Uncle Tom." 


Levison disagreed with a statement in the letter 
which pointed out that King on September 5, 1966, had 
wired President Johnson and urged he provide funds for poor 
school children and to create public works for youth needing 
meaningful employment. Levison said President Johnson had 
been asked "ninety times" for Jobs but nothing bad come of 
it. Therefore, the time bad come when King should threaten 
President Johnson that if no action is forthcoming by 
May, 1967, a march on Washington would be organized.
